The First Regi- 
ment left St. Louis June 2, with 1067 
men, and remained at the State en- 
campment grounds at Nevada until July 
1, when {t started for Laredo, Tex. It 
remained until Sept. 2, then returned 
to Nevada, and arrived in St. Louis, 
Sept. 26, with 1033 members.

EFFORTS TO BRING SUNDAY 
HERE WILL BE CONTINUED 


Committee Informed That ‘Conditions 
Which Caused iWthdrawal of 
aDtes Have Changed. 
Following a reading and discussion of 
the report of the Billy Sunday Commit- 
tee of the Evangelical Alliance, in the 
public library today, the ministers 
passed a resolution authorizing it to pur- 
sue its efforts to bring the evangelist 

here. 

The Rev. J. Layton Mauze, chairman, 
read the report, detailing events up to 
the setting of Feb. 24, 1918, as the date 
on which Sunday would begin evangel- 
istic service here, and his subsequent 
withdrawal of the date. 

The report stated Sunday did not can- 
cel the date, but withdrew it. The com- 
mitteee said it was persuaded Sunday 
was willing to come to St. Louis when 
conditions should be right. According 
to the report, Sunday was led to believe 
St. Louis churches were not sufficiently 
united and enthusiastic, and that the at- 
titude of controlling business here was 
such as to preclude effective approach 
to different industrial groups of the 
comunity, and that therefore St. Louis 
was not ready: for him. He wrote can- 
celing the date until conditions became 
more favorable. 

In the discussion that followed it de- 
veloped that the giving of a 100,000 ma- 
jority against prohibition here and the

Sunday in not coming at this time. The 
Rev. John L. Brandt told the committee 
they could now report to Sunday that 
bankers and business men of the city 
had had a change of heart on this sub- 
ject.

ADVANCE IN REGION 
SOUTH OF THE OSE 


German Attacks on Captured 
Positions Between the Somme 
and the Oise Repulsed. 


ST. QUENTIN 


French Also Progress 10 Miles 
North of Soissons; Air 
Attack on Calais. 


PARIS, March 2%.—Notwithstanding 
the bad weather and the difficult state 
of the ground, the French continued last 
night to advance south of the Oise. The 
War Office announces that French pa- 
trols reached Folembray, south of the 
foresi of Coucy. 

The Germans nade heavy and useless 


sacrifices, the statement says, in several 
attacks yesterday on positions captured 
by the French between the Somme and 
Oise. Wherever they approached a 
I’rench position they were thrown back 
by counter attacks. 

The French have been pushing for- 
ward steadily, taking all precautions 
that the nature of the operations call for 
and in the face of desperate resistance 
by the Germans. The advance is neces: 
sarily slow owing to the character of 
the ground. 


Position of St. Quentin, 
St. Quentin is protected on the north- 


west by the Omigon River, which, al- 
though only a brook, like most of the 
Somme tributaries, runs through a 
broad valley full of swamps and clumps 
of trees, which greatly increases, its 
defensive value. To the west the ap- 
proaches to the city are over a bare, 
flat plain devold of any natural obsta- 
cle and with only a few villages. Here 
the French advance is naturally -most 
rapid, but the plain narrows and ends in 
a sharp point at St. Quentin. At 
Savey, the most favorable point, thie 
Germans have built their main de- 
fensive line. 

The German right runs from the Umig- 
non River-et Vermand to the Holnon 


is at Saveyu} 


Against these two sections the French 
have so far madé -little headway, but 
on the German left they have carried a 
strong key position on the plateau of 
Essigr - and Benay. This section, ex- 
tending from the Somme north of Scran- 
court to the Oisne at Vandevuil, runs 
through a gently undulating country 
which offers admirable fields of fire to 
the defender. 

The center region is a wide hillock 30 
feet high, on which stands the villaise 
of Essigny. It is flanked on the south- 
east by a similar eminence near e- 
niy, and definite loss of this strong po- 
sition. French military critics claim, 
would force the whole German arty 
wing back on the Oise from St. Quen- 
tin to the south, and imperil the res: of 
the line as far as the Omignon. it. !{s 
consicered certain there that the Ger- 
rans will make determined efforts to 
1étrieve their failure. 

The French also made an impression 
Sunday on a bulge in the line formed by 
the lower Coucy Forest. Troops which 
ciossed the Aflette and attacked the 
salient at its apex succeeded in est b- 
hshing a footing on the Soissons-St. 
Quentin high road at Folembray and 
Courcy-le-Chateau. 

Offensive Movement. 

The French official statement 
night said: 


“From the Somme to the Aisne our 
troops continued their offensive movs- 
ment. During the course of the day 4 
desperate struggle followed a strong de- 
fense by the enemy, but our soldiers, 
aroused by the spectacle of the ravages 
committed by the Germans, everywhere 
drove back the adversary. who suffered 
serious losses. 


*‘Between the Somme and the Otsns 
we drove the enemy out of the impor- 
tant position of Castres-Essigny-Le- 
Grand and Hill 121. A violent German 
counter attack between Essigny and 
Benay was broken down by our fire. 

“South of the Oise our troops pene- 
trated several points in the Basse Foret 
de Coucy and reached the outskirts of 
Folenbray, Coucy-Le-Chateau (10 miles 
north of Soissons). German troops un 
the march tn the direction of Folem- 
gray were caught under the furious fire 
of our batteries ‘and dispersed with 
heavy losses. 

“North of Solssons we increased ou- 
cains and repulsed two counter attacks 
directed against Vregny-Margiva! front. 

“Active artillery fighting on both sides 
took place in the region of Craonne 
(northeast of Soissons)."’ 

The afternoon statement said: 

“During the night We made further 
progress north of Grand Seraucourt in 
the direction of St. Quentin. 

‘Between the Somme and the Oise the 
night was relatively calm. Prisoners 
taken by us yesterday belong to seven 
different regiments. 

Progress Toward St. Questia. 

“On the east bank of the Aillette we 
advanced south of Chauny and consol- 
idated our positions, as we did also in 
the region north of Soissons. 

“Weat of the Meuse we executed a 
surprise attack and captured elements 
of enemy trenches east of the Malan- 
court wood.

STAND; TELLS OF 
MARITAL TROUBLES 


Testifies Husband Wouldn’t 
Stay at Home at Night; Wished 
He Was Bachelor Again. 


}DESCRIBES TRIPS ABROAD 


Denies She Called Husband 
“Dutch Boob;” Referred to- 
Lawyer as ‘Drunken Bum.’ 


Mrs. Pearl Elizabeth Hyman Nolker, 
undergoing the ordeal of a long exam- 
ination in Judge Cave'’s court today as 
defendant in Robert E. Nolker’s famous 
divorce suit, told of her honeymoon and 
her married life and denied that she

FIVE AMERICANS ON TWO 
TORPEDOED VESSELS ESCAPE 


Norwegian and British Ships Sunk; 
Former Had no Contraband 
and Was Unarmed. 

WASHINGTON, March %.—Torpedo- 
ing of the Norwegian steamer Wilfred 
with two Americans aboard and the 
British steamer Chorley with three 
Americans, was reported today to the 
State Department. The Wilfred was 
warned by the German submarine that 
sunk her, but carried no contraband or 
armament. 

American Consul Skinner at 
sent this report on the Chorley: 

“British steamer Chorley torpedoed 
22d, bound Cardiff: crew landed Port- 
land. Americans Sweet, Herrick and 
Walters sent to London by authoritics. 
Other details unavailable.” 

Ambassador Sharp at Paris setn this 
report on the Wilfred: 

“American Consular Agent at Brest 
reports on 15th instant at 8 p. p. of Nor- 
wegian steamer Wilfred, from Newport, 
England, to Gibraltar, with coal. He 
obtained signed statement from two 
Americans, Bill Southward, born Wayne 
County, Ky., coal trimmer, bearer sea- 
Inman identification certificate, and John 
Palmer, born Panama, sailor, papers 
lost, signed as American, who mee 
that Wilfred did not carry troops and 
was not armed. German submarine was 
seen,-allowed “orew to take to boats: 
Wilfred displayed Norwegian flag and 
regular marks on both sides, and sunk 
20 miles from Ushant, no vessel in sight. 
No other Americans on board. Crew 
reached snore next morning; no casual- 
ties.’’

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German Retirement IsNo 
Surprise to the Allies 
Outcome of Last Year's Fichting

LONDON, March 2%.—The dramatic 
retirement of the German armies 
from the line of the Somme to the so- 
called new Hindenburg HMne has come 
as little or no surprise to the allies’ 
leaders. It is merely the logical 
outcome of the last year’s fighting. 
Haig and Nivelle are now reaping the 
harvest that was sown last summer. 

At the end of November lastyear, 
the Germans were in a desperate po- 
sition. Their losses were enormous, 
their men were demoralized by con- 
stant fighting without any real rest, 
their artillery was completely out- 
classed, and they had lost the com- 
mand of.the air. The French retook 
the lost ground at Verdun almost 
without resistance and thousands of 
the enemy surrendered practically 
without firing a shot. The Germans 
had counted on Verdun as a rest sec- 
tor and sent demoralized troops there 
from the Somme to recuperate. 

Could the clock of time have been 
put back for two . o-.ths a’ the end 
of last November, there would have 
been no “strategetic” retreat from 
the Somme now and the world would 
have witnessed one of the most over- 
whelming victories in history. The 
German general staff could not then 
have executed this vast retrograde 
movement in the state their armies 
were in. But the weather broke, both 
sides sank deep into the mud, ani the 
enemy gained his much needed res- 
pite. 

Hung On During Winter. 

During the winter he was making a 
bluff by hanging on to his Somme 
positions. His lines have been system- 
matically bombarded and his men 
have been given little rest. The al- 
Nes’ plans for a successful offensive 
this summer have been based all along 
on the known shortage in'the enemy’s 
reserves. Except for the sweepings 
from the munitions plants and the 
returned wounded, he has nothing 
with which to refill his ranks. 

His 1916 and 1917 classes were all in- 
corporated into the ranks last August 
and the vast majority of his 1918 class 
—mMere youths—are now at the front. 
Had he attempted to fight the issue out 
on the Somme front, he would have 
risked a terrible disaster. His retire- 
ment now, of course, means gigantic 
operations for the allies in advancing 
the supplies accumulated for the big 
push, and in this sense only is a set- 
back. The allies were prepared to do 
tremehdous damage on the old front. 

What are the enemy’s plans for the 
future? Primarily to save ti and 
men. His only offensive weapon left is 
the submarine and he has staked every- 
thing on its success. Already the re- 
sults are disappointing to him. His 


retirement to the new line will shorten 
his front a little and release a few of his 
war-worn divisions, but it is very un- 
likely the German general staff will 
make any prolonged stand in the new 
positions. It will take some months be- 
fore the allies can get their heavy ar- 
tillery in position and make that care- 
ful registration of the ranges without 
which it is mere slaughter to launch in- 
fantry to the attack. 

Roads have to be made, trenches dug 
and fresh gun positions prepared. The 
enemy has gained a respite, but that is 
all, and even this respite will hardly 
compensate him for the moral effect of 
this retreat on his already dispirited 
soldiers. The falling back js the com- 
mencement of the return of the Huns 
to German territory. You cannot ex- 
pect ren to fight in the same way if 
they know their efforts are futile, and, 
however heroic their resistance, it is 
merely the precursor of a fresh re- 
treat. 

Such Retreats Dangerous. 

This summer we ought to see the 
last of the enemy quit French soil. 
Joffre has stated that it is not 
possible for a modern army to retire 
from one defensive position to another 
indefinitely. On this occasion, the 
enemy has succeeded because his line 
was already prepared, and he was 
able to place an impassable barrier 


of devastation between himself 
and the allies. in all proba- 
bility, when the allies’ heavy 


artillery is brought up, they will at- 
tempt the same maneuver again after 
a show of resistance on the new 
front, but on each occasion, he will 
be running a greater risk. For seven 
weary months, the infantry has been 
steadily eating into the enemy’s po- 
sition and, atove all, exhausting his 
reserves. Now in a night their foe 
has vanished, and they can realize the 
full significance of their sacrifices 
and exertions. 

It has now been clearly proved that, 
given the guns and the munitions, 
the enemy can be blasted out of any 
position even after he has taken years 
to prepare it. The general] staff may 
make what ‘explanations they like 
They can call it a masterly retreat 
to a better battle ground or some hid- 
den move of Hindenburg’s - genius. 
These statements cut no ice in the 
allies’ armies. The men know the 
truth, and so do the soldiers in the 
enemy's ranks. 

This retirement is teh first real 
confession of approaching defeat the 
enemy has made. He chose his own 
ground on which to fight and has had 
two years in which to prepare it. Now, 


he has been driven out of his post- 
tions by force, although for the mo- 
ment he has escaped an almost cer- 
tain disaster. The shadow of impend- 
ing ruin is looming large unless he 
retires to the Rhine in time.

An eight-hour day is being introduced 
in all the factories in Petrograd, and 
a Central Board of Arbitration has been 
appointed to settle disputes. 

Alluding to the military situation in 
Russia and the effect of the revolution 
on the men at the front, Reuter’s cor- 
respondent says: : 
‘‘War Minister's Guchkoff's statement 
that the foe is at the gate is no mere 
figure of speech. The slightest relaxa- 
tion of vigilance and the enemy would 
be at Petrograd."’ 

The correspondent then cautiously re- 
fers to the repercussive action on the 
troops of the consciousness that the 
army has been the arbiter of Russia’s 
destiny, which has manifested itself in 
demands incompatible with military dis- 
cipline, and says that already there is 
news from various fronts of the prev- 
alence of ‘“‘second thoughts."’ 

“But,"’ continues the correspondent, 
“where the men respect their chiefs and 
the army is fortunate in its command- 
ers, it is unlikely that persistence in un- 
tutored claims will be allowed to preju- 
dice the spring and summer campaigns. 
“There has been much head shaking, 
nevertheless, among the more timorous 
inhabitants of Petrograd, largely a re- 
flection of the greater freedom allowe4 
the press, which has opened the flooji 
gates of the pacifists, who are shriek- 
ing against war loans:”,,

“IT think he was out nearly every 
night.” 

“What was his attitude toward you, 
Mrs. Nolker?’’ 

“Sometimes he wouldn't talk to me. 
He was indifferent. Again he was kind, 
but ignored me. Sometimés he would 
scream at me at the top of his voice. 
He said he would rather be a bachelor. 
He would say: ‘To hell with you. Go 
home if you want to. See my lawyer.’ 
First it was Mr. Johnson. Then Mr. 
Fordyce. Then it was Mr. Frumberg.”’ 
Mrs. Nolker gave Frumberg a withering 
look. 

The first Christmas after their mar- 
riage, she said, they went to New York, 
accompanied by Mrs. Teasdale, at th? 
invitation of Lionel Powell. Christmas 
night Nolker said: ‘“‘You girls can stay 
here. I’m going back to St. Louis,’’ and 
he went. Mrs. Nolker and her sister 
returned to St. Louis the next day. 

Mrs. Nolker testified that when she 
made her second journey to Europe to 
study’ music, in May, 1913, she was ac- 
companied by her sister, Mrs. Teasdale. 
Nolker, she said, bought the steamship 
tickets for both and sent candy and 
flowers to their stateroom. He did not 
object to her departure, and when he 
bade her good-by at the pier he ex- 
pressed neither regret nor joy, 

She said she received her education 
from governesses at home and never 
went to school after she was 11 years 
old. ¢ 

“I studied vocal and piano,” she 
said, “and when I went to Europe 
to study, it was to find s--mething to 
fjll my life. Music was my hobby.” 

In the first month she was in 
Paris, she testified she tcok lessons 
from Mme, Alice Verlet, an opera 
singer and teacher. She accompanied 
Mme. Verlet to her villa near Brus- 
sels and there she spent about a 
month of quiet life, studying music 
and languages. 

Saw Cafes With Husband. 

Asked if she had visited cafes in 
Paris at- night Mrs. Nolker replied: 
| “No, I had seen the signts of Paris 
when there with my husband on my 
honeymoon.” 

On her return to Paris from Mme. 
Verlet’s villa, she said, she stopped with 
her sister at the Hotel Cecilia. She was 
very busy studying with a man singing 
teacher and for two months she de- 
voted most of her time to the study of 
the opera La Tosca. 

There was dancing every Sunday night 
at the Hotel Cecelia, she said, and she 
was introduced to many persons there 
and made many friends in a proper so- 
cial way. She also was invited to teas 
and similar functions and at some of 
these she sang. 

After some wrangling between law- 
yers, Mrs. Nolker was permitted to ex- 
plain how she came into possession of 
a $25 check signed by Edmund Burke, 
an opera singer. This check was part 
of the money which was reported to 
have been lost when Mrs. Nolker ac- 
cused Albertine (Baby) Marlowe of 
stealing her gold mesh bag and purse in 
a New York beauty parlor. 

Mrs. Nolker testified she remained in 
Paris until she heard the German army 
was within 18 miles of the city. She 
then decided to go to London. 

Helped Pennilesas Girl. 

On the day she left Paris, she said, 
she saw Edmund Burke running up and 
down on the station platform. She also 
saw a little French girl weeping. She 
said she asked Burke what was the 
matter and he told her the girl was pen- 
niless. 

Burke said he would like to aid the 
girl, but he had only English gold and 
as the exchange rate was high he did 
not care to stand the loss which would 
be involved in changing his money into 
French currency. 

“He asked me if | would advance 
about $20 to the girl and said he would 
pay me the next time he saw me I 
gave the girl $%. After I returned to 
New York I met Mr. Burke on the 
street and he gave me the check.” 


Mrs. Nolker said she was introduced 
to Burke by the violinist Kubelik, whom 
she described as being “quite a friend 
of Mr. Nolker.”’ 


Mrs. Nolker said she was introduced 
to ““Baby” Marlowe at the Cecelia Ho- 
tel in Paris by Miss Catherine Dalgren 
of New York, and gave the girl some 
pointers as to the best school for her 
to attend in Paris. The witness said 
she also instructed her sister to pur- 
chase a suit for Miss Marlowe, for 
which Mrs. Nolker promised to pay. 
She testified that when Nolker joined 
her in Paris he looked dissipated and 
that his face was ‘“‘bloated.’’ but she 
was not permitted to tell what she 
remarked to him about his appearance 
She was confined to her bed at the time, 
she said, with her foot in a sling, be- 
cause of an operation on her toe. 


At Christmas Dance. 

“Did you attend many affairs at 
homes in Paris?" she was asked. She 
said she remembered only one, a Christ- 
mas supper dance at the home of Jus- 
tice and Mre. Upton of London. Mrs. 
Nolker was invited, and made arrange- 
mente to have her sister and Nolker in- 
cluded, she related.

THE OLD PRUSSIAN TREATIES 


Weighs Whether They 


Have Not in Effect Been 


Abrogated by Germany's “Flagrant Vio- 
lations of Their Provisions.” 


| WASHINGTON, March 2.—Germany’s 


“clear violations’ of the treaties of 1798 
and 1828, and her “disregard of the 
canons of international courtesy” were 
assigned by the United States as rea- 
eons for refusal to reaaffirm or extend 
these agreements. The note of refusal 
to Germany transmitted throuhg Dr. 
Paul Ritter, the Swiss Minister, was 
made public today by the State De- 
partment and discloses that this Gov- 
ernment “is seriously considering” 
whether Germany's conduct has not in 
effect abrogated these treaties. 
Secretary Lansing’s Note. 

The American note, signed by Secre- 
tary Lansing, follows: 

“I beg to acknowledge the receipt of 
your note of Feb. 10, presenting the pro- 
posals of the German Government for 
an interpretative and supplementary 
agreement as to article 23 of the treaty 
of 1799. After due consideration, I have 
to inform you that the Government of 
the United States is not disposed to look 
with favor upon the proposed agreement 
to alter or supplement the meaning of 
article 23 of this treaty. 

“The position of the Government of 
the United States, which might, under 
other conditions, be different, is due to 
the repeated violations by Germany of 
the treaty of 1828 and the articles of the 
treaties of 178% and 1799, revised by the 
treaty of 1828. It is not necessary to 
narrate in detail these violations, for 
the attention of the German Government 
has been called to the circumstances of 
each instance of violation, but I may 
here refer to certain of them briefly and 
in general terms. 


“Since the sinking of the American 
ship William P. Frye for the carriasg¢ 
of contraband, there have been perpe- 
trated by the German naval forces sim- 
ilar unwarranted attacks upon and de- 
struction of American vessels for the 
reason, as alleged, that they were er- 
gaged in transportation of articles ol 
contraband, nothwithstanding and in 
disregard of article 13 of the treaty of 
1799, that ‘no such articles (of contra- 
band), carried in the vessels or by the 
subjects or citizens of either party to 
the enemies of the other, shall be 
deemed contraband so as to induce con- 
fiscation or condemnation and a loss of 
property to individuals. And that in the 
case of a vessel stopped for articles of 
contraband. if the master of the vessel 
stopped will deliver out the goods sup 
posed to be of contraband nature, he 
shall be admitted to do it, and the vesse! 
shall not in that case be carried intu 
any port, or further detained, but shal! 
be allowed to proceed on her voyage." 

Two Other Articles Violated. 

“In addition to the sinking of Ameri 
can vessels, foreign merchant vesseis 
carrying American citizens and Ameri- 
can property have been sunk by Ger. 
man submarines without warning, and 
without any adequate security for ths 
safety of the persons on board or com- 
pensation for the destruction of the 
property by euch action, notwithstand 
ing the solemn engagements of article 
16 of the treaty of 1799, thar all persons 
belonging to any vessels of war, pub- 
lic or private who shall mlest or insult 
in any manner whatever the people, 
vessel, or effects ~f the other party. 
shall be responsible in their persons an‘ 
property for damages and interests, 
sufficient security for which shall be 
given by all commanders of private 
armed vessels before they are avmmis- 
sioned, and notwithstanding the further 
stipulation of article 12 of the treaty 
of 178 that ‘the free intercourse and 
commerce of the subjects or citizens of 


}the party remaining neutral with the 
belligerent powers shall not be inter- 
teen ard these obligations, the 

“Dp ing ’ 
German Government has proclaimed cer- 
tain zones of the high seas in which it 
declared without reservation that all 
ships, including those of neutrals, will 
be sunk, and in those zones German 
submarines have in fact, in accordance 
with this declaration, ruthlessly sunk 
merchant vessels and jeopardized or de- 
stroyed the lives of American citizens 
on board. 

“Moreover, since the severance of re- 
lations between the United States and 
Germany certain American citizens in 
Germany have been prevented from re- 
moving from the country. While this 
is not a violation of the terms of the 
treaties mentioned, it is a disregard of 
the reciprocal liberty of intercecurse be- 
tween the two countries in time of 
peace and cannot be taken otnerwise 
than as an indication of the purpose on 
the part of the German Government to 
disregard in the event of war the sim- 
ilar liberty of action provided for in 
article 23 of the treaty of 179—the very 
article which it is now proposed to in- 
terpret and supplement almst wholly 
in the interests of the large number of 
German subjects residing in the United 
States, and enjoying in their persons or 
property the protection of the United 
States Government. 

“This article provides in effect that 
merchants of either country residing in 
the other shall be allowed a stated time 
in which to remain to settle their affairs 
and to ‘depart freely, carrying off all 
their effects without molestation or 
hindrance,” and women and children. 
artisans and certatn others may con- 
tinue their respective employments and 
shall not be molested in their persons or 
property. It is now proposed by the 
imperial German Government to en- 
large the scope of this article so as to 
grant to German subjects and German 
property remaining in the United States 
in time of war the same treatment in. 
many respects as that enjoyed by neu- 
tral subjects and neutral property in the 
United States.’ ” 


‘In view oi the violations 


clear 


by the German authorities of the 
plain terms of the treaties in 
question, solemnly concluded on the 


mutual understanding that the obliga- 
tions thereunder would be faithfully 
kept; in view further of the disregard 
of the canons of international courtesy 
and the comity of nations in the treat- 
ment of innocent American citizens in 
Germany, the Government of the United 
States cannot perceive any advantage 
which would flow from further engage- 
ments, even though they were merely 
declaratory of international law, entered 
into with the Imperial German Gov- 
ernment in regard to the meaning of 
any of the articles of these treaties or 
as supplementary to them. In the cir- 
cumstances, therefore, the Government 
of the United States declines to enter 
into the special protocol proposed by the 
Imperial Government. 

‘This Government is seriously consid- 
ering,’ continues the notes, “whether or 
not the treaty of 182% and the revised 
articles of the treaties of 17% and 9” 
have not been in effect abrogated by 
the German Government's flagrant vio- 
lations of their provisions, for it would 
be manifestly unjust and inequitable to 
require one party to an agreement to 
observe its stipulations and to permit 
the other party to disregard them. It 
would appear that the mutuality of the 
undertaking has been destroyed by the 


conduct of the German authorities.”

Military men are satisfied that the 
general military situation has never 
been so favorable for Germany as to- 
day, and that the great spring cam- 


paign, of which the moving tableau of 
Hindenburg’s retirement was only a 
curtaia-raiser, stands in sight. 

Sign of Hindenburg Luck. 

As a sign of the almost legendary 
Hindenburg luck, in surveying the gen- 
eral situation, the Teutor critics see a 
complete collapse of the grand plan of 
a genoral allied offensive, frustrated in 
the west by Hindenburg’s’ retirement 
and frustrated in the east by che Rua- 
sian revolution, which, it is held, can- 
not fail to weaken the striking power 
of the Russian armies and postpone a 
serious Russian offensive for weeks, 
perhaps months. 

The general entente offensive is get- 
ting on its legs in Macedonia alone, but 
there is sinking to an incidental! episode, 
since the center of military gravity is 
the situation in the west. 

That the German people are showing 
no trace of excitement or even a lively 
interest in transatlantic developments is 
probably due to the scarcity of Ame;- 
ican news.

Judge Dyer Orders Clerk to Deny Ap- 
plication of Joseph Gand! for 
Naturalization. 

United States Judge Dyer ruled today 
that first papers of naturalization should 
not be issued to foreigners who are not 
willing to fight for the United States. 
On his order, Clerk Nall of the District 
Court refused such papers to Joseph 
Gandl, 23 years old, of 3410 South Jeffer- 
son avenue, a native of Germany. 

Gandle, who has lived in the United 
States four years, said he had two 
brothers in the German army, and that 
he would not be willing to fight against 
Germany, as he sympathized with that 
country, and would go back there if he 
could. 

Judge Dyer, on being consulted about 
this case, directed the clerk to deny the 
application, and said any such applicant 
who wished to get further attention 
would have to file a mandamus suit.

"ISKINKER TO KEEP. 


UP FIGHT ON ROAD 
BONDS, HE SAYS 


Declares He Will Prevent Sale 
of $3,000,000 County Issue 
to Last Minute Possible. ‘ 


LONG DELAY PROBABLE 


Decision by U. S. Supreme Court 
in His Case Not Expected for 
{wo or Three Years. 


K. Skinker, 71 old, a 


the Pierce Building, who re-

Louis County, the sole opponent of the 
$3,000,000 St. bond issue 
who has come forward since the bonds 
voted by an overwhelming ma- 
jority of 6 to 1, declared to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter yesterday his intention to 
keep the bond issue tied up in the 
courts to the last moment possible. He 
insists he is performing a public serv- 
ice. 

Good roads advocates in the county 
admit that the result of his litigation 
will be to delay for years the expendi- 
ture of the bond issue money on roads 
much in need of permanent repair. 

Skinker’s fight is now centered in the 
United States Supreme Court, on his 
appeal from a decision of the United 
States District Court here, which, like 
the Missouri Supreme Court, has held 
that the bond issue is constitutional. He 
believes it may be two or three ygars 
before a decision is reached.in the Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court. 

Explains His Attitude. 

Skinker declares he is in the litiga- 
tion to stay until the United States 
Supreme Court says he is right or 
wrong. His contest is mostly for the 
public good, he says, ana which ever 
way the Supreme Court decides it he 
thinks he will be entitled to the thanks 
of the public. If the bonds are held 
to be valid the county will be able to 
get better prices for them than it 
could now, he thinksc, and if they are 
declared to be invalid the public will 
have been saved from purchasing bonds 
the validity of which might at any time 
be successfully questioned. 

“There certainly is a question of the 

validity of these bonds,’’ Skinker as- 
serted. ‘“‘SSomebody was sure {0 raise 
it some time. I thought it my duty to 
raise it at the outset and have it set- 
tled. The bonds are invalid if the law 
authorizing them is unconstitutional. I 
claim that it is unconstitutional in that 
i. denies to property owners in incor- 
porated towns equal protection as be- 
tween them and the residents of rural 
communities. 
‘Property owners of § incorporated 
tcwns were led to believe that part of 
the money from the bond issue would be 
used to improve the portions of the 
county roads within the incorporated 
towns, and they voted for the bond is- 
sue in that understanding. They were 
deceived. The money cannot be used 
for that purpose. Therefore they do not 
have the equal protection of the law. 
If they had known the truth many of 
them would have voted against the bond 
issue. 

“It might be that the question of 
the validity of the bonds never would 
be raised in St. Louis County, but if it 
were to be raised in any county in the 
State, St. Louis County would be af- 
fected. . 

Road Bonds a Craze, He Says. 
“The people are running crazy on 
bond issues. Between Feb. 15 and May 
2) of last year Missouri counties voted 
$5,000,000 of bonds in aid of county 
roads. Deplorable results may arise 
from such imprudent action: I have 
made a study of the bond question for 
&) years, and for 44 years a considerable 
part of my law practice has been in 
bond cases, I asked myself if I had any 
public duty to perform. I said to my- 
self: ‘Shall I sit still or shall I do my 
full duty to the State and to the courts 
of which [ am a sworn member.’ I 
knew the defects in these things. I 
thought it over long and hard. I was 
not unmindful of my personal interests 
as a taxpayer, but if that had been all 
I don't think I would not have entered. 
Some say that I have acted officiously. 
1 don’t think so. I am merely perform- 
nig the part of a good citizen. 

‘““‘My tax may be 3° a year under the 
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bond issue. I have already spent that 
much ir opposing it and it nas only be- 
gun My printing bill« have amounted 
to $125. Except for a voluntary sub- 
verupticn from one man I am paying al) 
the expenses of the litigation myself. 
It may be two or three years before a 
€ecisior is reached in che Wnited States 
Supieme Court. [| have a right to main- 
tain the suit and, by jacks, I'm going t» 
see it through.” 
Takes Issue With Skinker. 

A. C. McKibben, member of the new! 
created State Highway Commission and 
one of the leaders in the St. Louis 
County bond issue campaign, took issue 
with Skinker’s statement that incorpor- 


ated towns would not benefit by the 
bond issue. 

“Before the bonds were voied, Mc- 
Kibben said, “the Attorney-General!l’s of- 


fice gave an opinion that roads which 
were in existence before a town was 
incorporated could be improved with 
funds raised by the sale of county 
bonds. This was on the theory that the 
improvement and upkeep of the road 
was a county obligation, and the fact 
(hat an incorporated area was crossed 
by the road does not relieve the coun- 
ty of either its obligation or its legal 
right to appropriate money for the im- 
provement of the road."’ 


McKibben said Skinker's fight was 


tving up movements for good roads 
bond issues in many counties in Mis- 
souri, as these counties had decided to 


put off such campaigns until the Skink- 
er issue should be settled. Only two 
counties, Jefferson and Cole, which 
voted bond issues subsequent to the 8t. 
Louis County election, are proceeding 
with road improvements by bond issues. 
They are doing so under a funding plan, 
which they contend prevents considera- 
tion of the constitutionality of the bond 
issue. i 

In St. Louis County, McKibben said. 
the only improvements on roads being 
made are temporary, and are paid for 
out of about $375,000 annual revenue for 
that purpose.

“Under the new order,’ he — said, 
“about 38,000 men will be added to the 
department. The recruiting is done in 
districts which. may include all of 4 
state or parts of more than one state 
Districts, rather than the states, there- 
fore, are looked to for their quota of 
recruiting. However, a quota is not 
given officially to a district. 

“The orders are to get all we can. ! 
have all of Missouri except Kansas City, 
and Lower or Southern Illinois below the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad.”’ 

Asked if he could estimate the number 
of recruits Missouri or the city of St. 
Louis is likely to furnish of the total 
number of 38,000 to be added to the naval 
strength, Lieut. Langworthy said: 

“We get one sailor out of every five 
applicants. During last week we aver- 
aged in St. Louis 15 applicants per day 
IT have no doubt we will make a better 
average—that it will run to 50 per day-— 
possibly higher during the next few 
weeks.”’ 

Discoursing on the things that stimu- 
late enlistment in the navy, the Lieu- 
tenant said: 

‘The call itself, to full war strength, 
contemplating the possibility of war, is 
one ,thing; the probability of advance- 
ment or promotion’ owing to the adde! 
naval equipment, with the 10 per cent 
advance to regular war pay, is another. 
But when the parents come here with 
their sons 1 can -see that the spirit of 
patriotism is at work and will probably 
answer the demands of the department 
finally and quicker than any other.”

THE DUMA PARTY 
UNITE TO WIN WAR}: 


Join to Drive Enemy From Bor- 
ders to Make Way for Devel- 
opment of New Freedom. 


THEIR DIFFERENCES WAIT 


Form of Government Fight 
Probable Wien National As- 
semtz: Meets.

PETROGRAD, March 24 (via London, 


March 2.—The two parties which worked 
together on a broad basis to bring about 
the success of the Russian revolution 
are now attempting by mutual conces- 
sions to bring the country safely through 
the war. 

The ‘‘Council of Workmen’s Deputies,’ 
which appealed to the Duma to recog- 
nize a state of revolution and to act ac- 
cordingly on Monday morning, when 
the revolution started, is the radical 
wing. In it are the labor bodies, the 
Socialists and numerous radicals of va- 
rious shades in the country and the 
cities. They are designated ‘‘The Reds.” 
They did the actual work of developing 
the revolution, once the revolt of the 
army against the police gave the oppor- 
tunity, and it is generally agreed are 
entitled to the greatest credit for the 
dangers faced and the energy shown in 
that task. 

The more conservative wing is the 
Duma party, who have not the sweeping 
ideas of social reform espoused by the 
Reds. They do not desire to upset the 
existing social order, but only to bring 
about an effective Government along or- 
dinary democratic lines. 

They had an effective national or- 
ganization in the Zemstvos, capable of 
undertaking the difficult task of re- 
organizing or, rather, for the first time, 
organizing the interior of the country. 
The industrial war committees are also 
in the hands of the same type of men. 

Each Wing Had Important Role. 

Long before the revolution there was 
open opposition to the Government by 
the Duma, and the Zemstvos committees 
thereby prepared a groundwork for its 
overthrow. Thus both wings played im- 
pertant roles in the revolution, though 
the Duma party alone was organized 
to take over the Government. But Min- 
isters, notably Kerensky (Minister of 
Justice), were chosen in recognition of 
the part taken by the radical party. 
During the revolution, when the Tau- 
ride Palace was its hot center, the La- 
bor deputies and the Duma committees 
sat in separate rooms, coming to terms. 
This was made easier because early 


} agreed, on the necessity of the — 


or’s abdication. 

Most of the radicals wanted an imme- 
diate Socialist republic, but the cooler 
heads on all hands convinced them it 
was impossible to make so radical a 
change in the middle of the war. The 
ministry now in power wag chosen by 
joint agreement between the Duma and 
the Radicals. 

So, while the eventual demands of the 
two wings are widely separated, the im- 
rrediate purpose of both is to support 
the present ministry until the national 
convention meets. This may be soon, 
but the general opinion of the more 
conservative is expressed in the wish 
that it be delayed as long as possible, 
because all the fat will be in the. con- 
vention fire. 

Petrograd is still under the influence 
of the actual clash of the revolution, so 
it is difficult to judge here of the senti- 
ment of the country. But from excellent 
Independent sources I learn that the 
opinion of the leading: men of the type 
of membership in the provincial Zem- 
stvos is that a national assembly held 
during the war is likely to cause grave 
internal complications. 

Many “Reds” Among Farmers” 

The radicals .f Russia are not confined 
to the cities and ‘manufacturing dis- 
tricts, but are equally active in the 
farming districts where, because of an- 
clent injustices, the ‘‘red’’ propaganda 
finds a ready hearing. The Reds can 
count on support in the convention of 
fielegates from all parts. Many Radicals 
even fear action too quick for Russia's 
g00d. Democratic Russia, they feel, is 
too naked and new to face the whole 
problem of freedom at once. 

There are wild rumors abroad of ris- 
ings of the masses against the upper 
classes, but, while anything seems pos- 
sibie after the astonishing 10 days 1! 
have seen, I personally do not believe 
there are disorders of that kind. Con- 
sidering the deliberate repression of 
Russian peasants and workmen under 
the old empire, they behaved admirably, 
The nature of .Russians when moved 
deeply and emotionally was never bet- 
ter shown than in their acceptance or 
their new freedom. Their first inclina- 
tion Was to march anu sing. 

I have followed, especially in the eve- 
nings. groups under the “red"’ banner 
exercising this unwonted privilege, and 
have been struck by their reverential. 
almost holy, awe before their happy 
fortune. They made a moving specta- 
cle, stopping before the palaces and the 
burned police stations, singing patriotic 
songs with rapt faces. 

This was in Petrograd, where it was 
expected freedom would be firet abused. 
These men control entirely the work 
of the city, the workmen's council 
agreeing first to let the munition and 
artillery workmen return. Then they 
started tho street care and now ar 
gradually returning to all factories.

This spares the 
comedian’'s knees and the audience's 
artistic sense, and is very commenda- 
ble. 

His dry, crackling fun never becomes 
coarseness. He chats with a cockatoo, 
and at times gets over the footlights, 
in Al Jolson fashion, and sits on the 
piano. Singing a sentimental ballad, he 
comments on the successive lines as 
‘“‘rather indefinite,’ ‘‘remote but prom- 
ising,’’ and so on. “Do not wear the 
pearis that come home with the laun- 
dry,"’ he advises his nephew. ‘It’s so 
Kankakee.’ Another characteristic line 
is, ‘““You’re a credit to the family; and 
it's a family that has always asked a 
lot of credit.””

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PLANS 10 DEVELOP 
PATRIOTISM AMONG 
SCHOOL CHILDREN 


Shephen M. Wagner, Member of 
Board, Suggests Greater 
Use of Flags. 


As the city’s 100,000 school children, or- 
ganized for a campaign of persuasion 
upon their parents, are credited with a 
considerable part in the recent adoption 
of the public school bond issue, so Ste- 
phen M. Wagner of 3708 Meramec street, 
a member of the Schoo) Board, urges 
that they be banded together for a simi- 
lar movement in favor of patriotism. 

Wagner told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
today that at the next meeting of the 
board, in April, he will present a reso- 
lution suggesting several plans to this 
end, One is that the children sing pa- 
triotic songs every day at school, and 
be encouraged to sing them in their 
homes. Another is that the pupils, as 
they did in the bond election, write pa- 
triotic letters to their parents. 

There should be an American flag in 
every schoolroom, Wagner proposes, 
and in addition to the banner which now 
floats on a flagpole over every high 
school, two should be unfurled over the 
entrance. Each pupil also should wear 
a red, white and blue emblem or but- 
ton, he suggests. The flags and em- 
blems could be purchased either by the 
Patrons’ Associations of the various 
schools, or by a collection of a cent 
apiece raised by the children. The 
latter course, Wagner believes, would 
give the pupils a more personal interest 
in the flags. 

He also advises that the children re- 
ceive lessons in household economy, es- 
pecially in the saving of food, and pass 
the instruction on their families. As an 
object lesson against waste, he urges 
that the vegetable gardens cultivated 
at most of the schools be not abandoned 
when the school term closes in June, 
but steps be taken to preserve and mar- 
ket the produce. * se 

It was Wagner who, a year ago, sug- 
gested that the large quantities of pa- 
per used in the schools should not be 
thrown into the furnaces, but collected 
and sold. This measure has yielded 
more than $3000 revenue.

Mayor Kiel, on a request from Chicago, calls a 
loyalty meeting for citizens of St. Louis to adopt 
resolutions indorsing the President's stand in de- 
fense of American rights against German attacks 
and urging vigorous action on the part of the 
Government to defend our rights and ~protect 
American ships an¢ Ame-ican citizens from mur- 
derous assault. 

This is good, but if it is necessary or desirable 
for citizens of St. Louis in mass meeting to speak 
out on the German war issue, why is it unneces- 
sary and undesirable, as the Mayor, his organs 
and advocates insist, for the dominant party in 
St. Louis to speak out in its platform. Why is 
the silence of the local Republican platform vir- 
tuous and patriotic? Why are those who criticise 
the silence of the platform and demand that the 
local Republican organization speak out, de- 
nounced as unpatriotic and contemptible and 
threatened with punishment for their Ameri- 
canism? Why is Mr. Connett denounced and 
threatened with defeat for standing on a patriotic 
loyalty platform and demanding that all citizens 
stand with him?

Our country was the first to welcome into the 
sisterhood of independent nations the various 
Latin-American republics freed by successive 
revolutions from the power of Spain. From that 
time to the present, though occasionally some 
other enterprising nation has got in ahead of us 
by a few hours, we have alwgys been early in giv- 
ing a word of encouragement and sympathy after 
upheavals extending the application of the demo- 
cratic principle. 

In fact, so much has it become a part of the 
duty of American Ambassadors and Ministers to 
extent prompt acknowledgment to new and liber- 
alized Governments, founded on the assent of the 
governed, that graceful and effective ways of per- 
forming the function should be made a part of 
the special training of our diplomats. Such a 
training, qualifying our representative abroad to 
do the right thing at exactly the right moment, 
will be a particular need in the years of the im- 
mediate future. Liberalization of governmental 
forms is expected to go forward at a rapid pace 
in the coming decade. 

What American diplomatic official abroad will 
be next after Francis to bestow the first formal 
recognition on a further addition to the world’s 
rapidly increasing list of free republics? 
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The sinking of the Healdton seems to indicate 
that the safety lane from America to Holland is 
another one of those German “scrap of paper” 
jokes. 


* MRS. GUNNESS IS DEAD 

Know all men by these presents that Mra. Belle 
Gunness is dead—Mrs. Belle Gunness, killer, late 
of La Porte, Ind, Yes, we know her death has 
been announced before. But there appear to be 
a good many people who have not heard about it 
or think it is exaggerated. 

Mrs. Gunness, you remember, thrived prior to 
April, 1908, on a farm near La Porte, where she 
gently but firmly slew sundry males who wooing 
came. She departed this life the April night that 
Ray Lamphere, farmhand and occasional favorite 
of the murder queen, set fire to the house. With- 
out going into unedifying details, but just to show 
that there was nothing equivocal about her death, 
it might be mentioned that the lady’s head was 
burned off, to which fact witness was borne by 
her teeth, found in the debris. 

Notwithstatiding the fact that from and after 
that date Mrs. Gunness was duly and indubitably 
dead, many misguided persons cling to the belief 
that she is alive and some of them, more mis- 
guided than the rest, spend much of their time 
looking for her. It used to be that no stout, 
middle-aged female with dark hair, two eyes, two 
ears, one nose and other suspicious features was 
safe from detection unless she had an unimpeach- 
able alibi. 

It is not so bad now, but Mrs. Gunness is still 
being detected in various parts of the country. 
Now comes a letter from Wyoming, which appears 
to be the soene of che latest depredations of the 
deceased Mrs. Gunness. She appears to be up to 
her old tricks. Two men who were with her 
when she came have vanished. She is even worse 
than before she died. Then she was content to 
kill them one at a time. 

The correspondent wants to know if Mrs. Gun- 
ness did not have table fork marks on her lip. 
Tt is doubtful. Mrs. Gunness did not use table 
forks that way. It is whispered around La Porte 
that one of her crimes was eating with her knife. 

However that may be, Mrs. Gunness, we repeat,

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NO FAITH IN GERMAN PLEDGES. 

The State Department’s explanation of the 
withdrawal of Brand Whitlock and the American 
relief commissioners from Belgium is a terrific 
indictment of German ruthlessness. In curt, di- 
rect language it makes plain that the work of car- 
ing for 10,000,000 of sufferers has become impos- 
sible through a well meditated policy of obstruc- 
tion and petty persecution by the conquerors. So 
an enterprise inspired by the purest motives of 
charity and supported by the highest forms of 
disinterested philanthropy has to be abandoned. 

But the denunciation goes even further. It 
says of the German Government what any indi- 
vidual in private life would consider the gravest 
possible affront if said about him by another. It 
declares that no faith can longer be put in Ger- 
man promises. 

“Although a verbal promise has been made,’ 
the statement runs, “that the members of the 
commission would be permitted to leave if they 
desire, the Germah Government’s observance of 
its other undertakings has not been such that the 


department would feel warranted in accepting } 


responsibility for leaving these citizens in Ger- 
man occupied-territory.” 

Belgium seems to have been fated to be the 
stumbling block in the pathway of the German 
Government’s honor.

Autoc- 
racy will stand for a lot of things now that the 
gardens at Livadia have been deprived of their 
royal caretaker. 
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MISSOURI’S NEW PRISUN BOARD. 

On no State appointees, barring perhaps the 
members of the new Tax Commission, will a great- 
er responsibility rest than on the men just named 
by Gov. Gardner to the reorganized Prison Board. 

This new body, succ ‘ding the old, unsatisfac- 
tory board of ex-officio members, is to put a new 
penal system in effect in Missouri. That they 
will again flout the people and ignore the law 
abolishing contract prison labor, which has re- 
mained constantly violated on the statute books 
for six years, is unimaginable. But there are 
other things to do in addition to placing convict 
employment on a rational, business-like basis. 

Missouri, after a long period of abu<7s, demands 
the introduction of humane, intelligent princi- 
ples looking to the reclamation of its unfortunates 
temporarily lost to society. It demands the elim- 
ination of graft and the spoilsman’s demoralizing 
influence. It demands executive ability in the 
cohduct of the penal institutions and an honest, 
capable management of their tinances. 

These gentlemen of the new board have been 
given, not a job, but an opportunity. Do they 
realize what it means to them and the State? 
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Col. Roosevelt has gone to Florida to watch a 
devil-fish hunt. He might get some pointers on 
hunting the devil fish of the steamship lanes. 
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THE GERMANS AND FRENCH TREES. 

As the German forces have retired from the 
Western front they are reported to have left the 
most complete destruction behind them, even cut- 
ting down the fruit trees of the French peasants. 

Surely nothing so illuminates the Prussian 
method of warfare as this. It indicates, as even 
his brutality has ‘not done, the survival of the 
spirit of the Hun and the Vandal in this so-called 
civilized army. 

There can be no just criticism of such destruc- 
tion as serves a military purpose, but devastation 
that is wanton, that is prompted by sheer vindic- 
tiveness, is no longer known to civilized belliger- 
ents. 

The laws of war have protected the fruit trees 
in the enemy country from remote antiquity. It 
was a rule of the ancient Hindus, and Diedorus, 
the Sicilian, relates that they. womld not cut 
down their enemy’s fruit trees and plants. The 
Jews in their wars as scrupulously observed the 
same practice. The olive tree especially came to 
possess a peculiar immunity. 

Neighboring states cannot remain enemies 
everlastingly; peace must come some time, and 
when it does there is no advantage even to the 
victor in the vanquished being reduced to abject 
ruin. The welfare of all states.is vitally depend- 
ent upon the’welfare of each. 

The Germans have a peculiar weakness for 
French trees. It will be recalled that during the 
Franco-Prussian war Bismarck sold the standing 
timber in the French state forests to some Ger- 
man lumbermen. As peace came before all the 
timber had been cut, the French were able to save 
a small part over the protests of the German con- 
tractors. 

This act was in the class with their present 
destruction of French fruit trees. It was a wholly 
illegal exercise of war power. 
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A NON-FIGHTING SOLDIER. 

Happy the name and happy the lot of Felix 
Smith of Pueblo, Col. He has given a smile to 
the whole nation and has uttered a discourse 
wortlly to go down into history withthe immortal 
sayings of Sancho Panza. 

Felix was anxious to serve his country. He 
wished to wear a uniform and carry a rifle. He 
longed to stand at attention and listen to the gen- 
tle instruction and admonition of the drill ser- 
geant. He would arise to the sound of a bugle 
in the morning, hark to the staccato invitation 
of the mess cal] and listen to the musical strains 
of “taps.” In short he was willing to do all the 
duties of a soldier except one. 

The only thing he demanded was that he should 
not be asked to fight. He modestly admitted 
that while he believed in being a soldier he did 
not believe in going to war against reugh, care- 
less, ungentlemanly enemies who might be boor 
ish enough to prod one with a bayonet or be ex- 
tremely careless with firearms. 

Felix not only hinted at a scheme whereby 
army life might be made more attractive but he 
revealed in himself a resource of crude supply

Crop Expert B. W. Snow wired: “I 
continue to get reports claiming mate- 
rial damage to the wheat crop, particu- 
larly in the far Southwest, and in Ne- 
braska and Western Kansas-and to a 
less but important extent in Indiana, I1l- 
inois, Kentucky and Tennessee. It is 
well, however, to recognize, the fact that 
the season is a trifle late and there has 
not been sufficient experience of graw- 
ing weather and spring rains to justify 
a calamitous conchusion on the basis of 
the a © gpwerenee of the plant, for there is 
amp opportunity for spring growth. 
I believe, from my advices, that the 
first report of condition is likely to be 
comparatively low, but I am not yet pre- 
pared to accept as face value some of 
the wild crop‘atories that are being cir- 
culated. It will take a little more time 
et, with spring sunshine and showers, 
efore one can safely put a definite fig- 
ure of condition upon the wheat prom- 
ise.’
